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SHRINKING? 

Yes Camping has shrunk back into the 
original proportions of the old bulletin. 
Why? Because it must expand and con- 
tract in accord with its advertising. Ad- 
vertising is seasonal. Next January we 
shall be... So Big . . . depending on what 
we mean to our advertisers. We are not 
subsidized. Our circulation is small, al- 
though growing. Advertising depends on 
(a) Quality of circulation, (b) Quantity. 
We have the quality. The quantity is com- 
ing slowly. There is no surplus capital for 
Camping to run on. It must pay its way, 
issue by issue, until there is a credit bal- 
ance. The June number shows what a 
journal we can have when advertising is 
sufficient for twenty pages. The present 
issue shows what we must do in order to 
meet the exigencies of a time when adver- 
tising appropriations are mostly spent, 
and when the season for sales advertising 
is at lowest ebb. 

There are two kinds of advertising: the 
one for good will and the building of friend- 
ships between advertiser and subscriber, 
the other aimed at immediate response in 
inquiries or orders. In the present number 
of Camping most of the advertising is on 
the former basis. In March, April and 
May, most of it will be of the latter kind. 
Whether either or both continue will de- 
pend on the way directors, counselors and 
other subscribers respond to what the ad- 
vertiser has to say. If we want Camping 
to grow it is up to every one of us to help 
it grow by (a) getting acquainted with 
what our advertisers have to offer; (b) 
giving them our orders when they have 
the goods we want; (c) giving them our 
friendly patronage whenever that is pos- 
sible. 


ADS INTO THE WASTE BASKET? 


A long envelope with a business corner 
card lay on the desk of a camp director, 
atop a pile of mail. She was anxious to see 
how many registrations there were that 
morning. Shoving the business envelope 
aside, she dug down into the pile and 
sorted out the hand-addressed envelopes 
first. Then she tackled the others. There 
were a dozen or so containing announce- 
ments of some new gimcrack for a canoe, 
or a chemical for rainproofing flag poles, 
or bath salts for the morning dip. These 
went one after another into the waste bas- 
ket. The long envelope nudged her elbow. 
She picked it up, ripped it open and, seeing 
a business letterhead, tossed it after the 
rest. Fortunately her secretary spied it, 
noted that it was from a firm whose presi- 





dent had written concerning camp. She 
salvaged it and presented the director with 
registration blanks for two girls. 

Another camp director was about to 
toss away a letter from a canoe company, 
for he wanted no more canoes for many 
another summer; when the word Prize 
caught his eye. He grudgingly read the 
missive and discovered that he had won a 
prize in a contest, long since forgotten! 

Now every director is swamped with 
multicolored announcements of every- 
thing from tooth paste to steam yachts, 
and probably the first advertisement for a 
larger and stronger waste basket would be 
about the only one that would get an order. 
However, the moral of this paragraph is 
that it pays at least to glance through 
every item that comes in the morning mail. 
And if some of these good-natured ap- 
peals for attention come from folks who 
advertise in Camping, remember their part 
in helping our journal to grow, and, if you 
haven’t an order to give, at least file their 
copy away for reference some day when 
you may want it. 


JULY-AUGUST 

The former Bulletin of the Camp Direc- 
tors Association was not to be published 
during the summer months. Camping 
adopted this policy, at least for this season. 
Camp directors are exceedingly busy. The 
managing editor, as a director, is busy also. 
Next summer, if conditions warrant, we 
may have summer issues. 

With the September number, we start 
Camping on a monthly basis. We hope 
that before long we shall be able to print 
as large a number for one month as we 
have, in May-June, for two. The pros- 
pects are promising. In January we shall 
probably have both circulation and ad- 
vertising that will make it possible to take 
the first steps of graduation from a small 
journal into a larger magazine.

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LAURA GARRETT 

of Housatonic Camp, at the meeting of the 
New York Section, C. D. A. on March 13, 
1926, presented some vital questions for 
directors,counselorsand parents. Said she: 

“Do you have sex taught in your camp? 
Of course, you all do. Whether you do it 
or somebody else does it, it is taught. But 
is it taught in the right way, or in the 
wrong way, or in a very dangerous way? 
Don’t think for a moment that you can 
keep sex talk out of yourcamp. Itis going to 
be taught by somebody; but who is going 
to teach it, you or some trained counselor, 
or will their source of information about 
sex be the vulgar, incomplete and dis- 
torted information that may be picked up 
from companions? Let us know one thing, 
that every boy and every girl that has 
been with us has had an opportunity once 
at least or at different times during the 
summer to hear some adult who can look 
the camper straight in the eye and have 
the story of reproduction of the body, of 
sex force, of emotions, in a better way 
than he probably would have gotten other- 
wise. It doesn’t mean that he isn’t going 
to make any mistakes again, but it means 
that he has heard it carefully told by some- 
one who has been working on it. I think 
that is worth while. If you teach it to one 
or if you teach it to many, they are going 
to talk. That is one of the objections we 
meet everywhere in teaching sex knowl- 
edge to children. In every institution I 
have been in, from reformatories, Young 
Women’s Christian Associations, tocamps, 
somebody has always said, ‘Well, if you 
tell them they will talk.’ Of course, they 
will. And I very much prefer to have 
things talked about out loud than to be 
whispered about in a sneaky way. You 
wouldn’t think of teaching music without 
having it talked about and discussed. 
That is the reason you teach it, so as to 
find out what they are saying and correct 
their mistakes. 


“Then, of course, you will meet with 
objections on the part of some parents. 
You just have to get that old nonsense 
out of their heads, that the children are 
going to talk and they should remain in- 
nocent and ignorant. While we feel that 
way we can’t teach anything about sex or 
reproduction and the purpose of our emo- 
tional life. We must have a correct atti- 
tude toward this creative power within 
ourselves and find some language which 
the children will understand, and tell them 
about it. 

“The attitude of the camp director and 
the attitude of the counselor toward their 
own love life and emotional life is abso- 
lutely the first requirement in school or in 
‘amp. After all, we are just parents in 
camp, anyway. 

“What are we going to do about teach- 
ing them to live together? I think the 
time is coming when it will be considered 
necessary te learn to live together, not 
only in school but all through life, and I 
believe that when boys and girls and men 
and women learn to live together all this 
whispering and sneaking may disappear 
entirely. Co-education is simply learning 
to live together and to know each other, 
from the cradle to the grave. Of course, 
we always make mistakes, and we expect 
to make mistakes in connection with this, 
but I think it is worth trying. 

“What are you doing with this prob- 
lem: What do you do when your boys and 
girls have that intense admiration for the 
older counselor? It seems to me that that 
is one place where every counselor can do 
good. Are you doing something to train 
this counselor so that if she knows or he 
knows that he is very greatly admired, he 
is doing something worth while for the 
young people that admire him? Are they 
failing because of their admiration or are 
they growing bigger and hence making 
attractive the young people’s love and 
respect? Are you attractive? Very well. 
What are you doing with the young people 
around you to make them more attractive? 

“Are the parents objecting? They like 
to have their children ‘innocent.’ Did 
you ever have a parent write you. ‘I 
don’t want to have my child taught to 
swim; I want him to remain innocent?’ 
What they meant to say is ignorant. If 
there is any subject we want the children 
to get profoundly filled with it is the 
knowledge of sex. So, when the parents 
use the word ‘innocent,’ won't you change 
it to ‘ignorant.’ Anyway, you and I know 
that we sort of smile to ourselves and say, 
that boy may not be so innocent as his 
mother thinks. Here is the very boy, the 
very girl, who has wallowed in mistakes, 
and the mother thinks he knows nothing. 

“T will tell you a few things that hap- 
pened in my camp in connection with sex 
instruction — and it isn’t because of co- 
education that these things happen. In 
beginning your sex instruction, first get 
there before the other fellow does. Keep 
one inch or one day ahead of the other 
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fellow. If you are going to do the teaching 
do it first. The next thing they should 
have very early is the correct names of 
their sex organs. One of the reasons chil- 
dren and adults did not get correct sex 
knowledge long ago and do not have it 
now is because they had only funny little 
names, baby names, for their sex organs, 
names they got from their companions in 
the street, and they were rather too full of 
respect for their counselor or their teacher 
to go and use those queer names, and so 
they remained quiet. So, let us add the 
correct names of the sex organs and teach 
them not to be ashamed of their pure 
vocabulary. 

“Are there any children that do not 
need a lesson? Perhaps there are. Per- 
haps some people have gone through life 
successfully without any of these lessons. 
I have gone through life without music, 
but I am extremely sad about it; and I 
think that people who have gone through 
life without proper training in regard to 
their own emotional life and sex life have 
missed something. 

“When are you doing the teaching and 
in what way? The first time a boy asks a 
question you answer that question. Don’t 
withhold that information or give it eva- 
sively because the child will lose some of 
the confidence in you and will go else- 
where to get his questions answered. 

‘All sex instruction ought to be in the 
day time, outdoors, with a view of the 
mountains and the river and with good, 
brisk exercise after it, because we find that 
it is generally true, particularly with young 
adolescents, that there is a certain amount 
of emotion started up. And what if there 
is? It isn’t bad; it is only creative energy 
surging within themselves. It isn’t bad. 
Use it. Go swim; go walk; go hike; go do 
something. But don’t make sex instruc- 
tion a bedtime story at night. Give it in 
the daytime, always in a beautiful place, 
always followed by exercise of some kind. 

“We have had every year a lot of love 
affairs. So don’t think that I am dealing 
only with little things. We do have the 
beginnings of love affairs, and I think it is 
a jolly good thing that we do have them in 
camp where somebody can help them out. 
I don’t say hinder; I say help them in a 
sensible way. The little folks ten, eleven 
years old, up to twelve, immediately in 
arriving at camp — I didn’t put the idea 
into their heads — but they do come with 
the foundation, they think they are falling 
in love. One mother said, ‘I don’t want 
my daughter that way. I want her to be 
sensible and hike, and I thought when I 
sent her to camp she wouldn’t get those 
things.’ What can you do with them? 
Talk to them about it. I tell them the be- 
ginning of love. We talk about the evolu- 
tion of love. We had one love affair and 
the sister of the girl came to me and said, 
‘Do you know that tomorrow my sister is 
going to elope with one of the boys in 
camp?’ She was ten years old and she was 
going to elope with the boy. He had two 


dollars in his pocket. That was all defi- 
nitely planned. Well, we sent for the boy 
and I simply said to him, ‘I wouldn’t 
elope that way if I were you.’ He said, 
“Well, you see I do like her. I was going 
to take her to my mother and show her to 
my sister. I like her very much.’ No one 
liked that boy in camp, and of course it 
was a wonderful thing for him to begin to 
like one attractive girl in camp. She had 
lots of people who admired her. I said to 
her, ‘If you are going to admire him, why 
don’t you ask him to do something? Why 
don’t you ask him to learn to swim and to 
smile?’ Well, she did, and then he began 
to smile. It turned the boy into being 
more attractive and having other friends 
and doing better work. 

“They start love affairs and what we 
did with bushels of them this summer was 
to talk to them about it and handle them 
individually. We found that some of the 
boys were writing love letters to the girls. 
Well, they would write their love letters 
and take them to their counselors and say 
to them, ‘Do you think she will like this 
kind of letter?’ Or ‘Do you think she will 
think more of me if I say this?’ and the 
girls would take their leiters to the girl 
counselors and say, ‘Do you think he will 
like me better if I say this to him, tell me 
sure,’ and one little girl complained be- 
cause one of her chums didn’t receive a 
reply to her letter whereas she did and 
she said, ‘She is just as nice a girl as I am.’ 
That was the beginning of attractive de- 
velopment, slow of course. We worked 
with them and we dealt with them sepa- 
rately. We studied evolution of love. Do 
we talk about these things out loud? Yes 
—to the disturbance of some of our 
counselors.
